FRUITS OF ISOLATION. 
Suppose it is granted for the sake j 
of argument th at the dangers which 
we would have incurred by ratifying 
the Treaty and joining the League 
were as real 
and 
as 
great as the 
Treaty-wreckers and the anti-League 
men declared they were, would we be 
in worse shape today if we had rati­ 
fied the Treaty and joined the League 
than we are in now7? 
If the republi­ 
can senators think so, it would be in­ 
teresting to have them go into par­ 
ticulars. 
They talked during the campaign 
about all sorts 
of 
calamities which 
would befall if we joined the League. 
Most of these calamities were so arti­ 
ficial and so imaginary that one has 
difficulty now in recalling just what 
they were. But one immense calamity 
has befallen since then— namely, the 
practical paralysis of the organism of 
civilization— and there is, every rea­ 
son to believe that th is calamity has 
been hastened and intensified by, if it 
is not altogether due to our refusal to 
join the League. 
The paralysis of civilization is dem­ 
onstrated by the failure of civilization 
to make better progress towards re­ 
covery from the disruption of the war. 
Indeed the 
conviction 
grows in the 
minds of many thoughtful people that 
since the war civilization has done lit­ 
tle more than hold its own, if it has 
not actually been slipping backward. 
This might have happened anyhow. 
But does it not seem to be a reasonable 
assumption that if the nations which 
make up civilization— especially this 
nation, the richest, the most powerful, 
the least damaged by the war— had 
got together after the war and had 
worked together to set the world or­ 
ganisms in running order again, the 
world situation wrould probably have 
been better than it is today. 
We w ere told in those mad days of 
the campaign that the world situation 
did not interest us. 
The rest of the 
world could stew7 in its own juice, the 
senators informed us. 
So wre let it 
stew7. 
And now— well, it cannot be 
said that in this part of America, at 
any rate, the policy of isolation has 
brought prosperity and peace of mind.
